Chop up one small onion and one 
shallot, lay them in a saucepan 
with melted fat pork to fry color- 
less, adding six ounces of chopped 
fresh mushrooms; reduce the mois- 
ture of these, season and add six 
ounces of cooked ham cut in small 
one-eighth inch dice: heat the 
whole well, then add chopped pars- 
ley. Cut heart-shaped pieces from 
a sheet of paper, nine inches long 
by five wide; oil and lay them on 
the table. Cover one side with 
thin slices of fat pork or cooked 
ham, la. a little of the preparation 
on top, then a piece of sweetbread, 
and finish with another layer of the 
preparation ontop. Fold the paper 
three-quarters around and pour a 
little Madeira sauce through the 
opening and finish folding so as to 
inclose all hermetically. Arrange 
these “papillotes” in the serving 
dish, place it in the oven, basting 
over carefully with a little sweet 
They should be browned but 
not blackened, and swollen to dou- 
ble their original size. 


Broiled Sweetbreads. 

Cut in thick slices qa sweetbread 
that you have parboiled first, take 
some slices of bacon cut two inches 
long and some fresh mushrooms 
cut in slices. Take a brochette (or 
skewer). Start with one slice of 
fresh mushroom, bacon,  sweet- 
bread, then. slice of mushroom, 
continuing until the brochette is 
filled. Finish with one other head 
of mushroom. Roll your brochette 
in melted butter and bread crumbs 
and broil slowly for 15 minutes. 
Serve on toast with maitre d’hotel 
butter. 


Sweetbread Croquettes. 

Chop fine a cold, cooked sweet- 
bread and mix with it half its vol- 
ume of chopped tongue and again 
of cold, cooked mushrooms; add 
Bechamel sauce, season; add bread 
crumbs to consistency to form cro- 
quettes. Divide it into parts the 
size of a little egg, roll in good ta- 
ble bread crumbs on the board or 
a napkin, and with the hand form 
into croquettes the size of a pear. 
Roll again in bread crumbs, fry a 
light brown in boiling lard or oil, 
and put in each stem end a bou- 
quet of parsley to imitate the stem 
end of the fruit.

PLANNING MENUS FOR 
THE COMING. WEEK 


Surprise the Family by Serving 
. Different Types of Bal- 
anced Meals. 


Now that the days are getting 
into later spring, there has been a 
definite effort to keep the meals of 


a character known as “light.” Sev- 


eral times during the week spring 
cereals are introduced instead of 
the hot cooked mush and some 
days cereal is omitted altogether. 
Vegetables are, if possible, even 
more conspicuous than during 
previous weeks and desserts are 
essentially spring-like. The  or- 


ange jelly served on Sunday, how- 
ever, for example, while light and 
digestible plays an important part 
in a spring meal in that it helps to 
spare protein or body building 
food. The other desserts such as 
chocolate cornstarch, stewed 
canned fruit with cookies, lemon 
custards and fruit salad in orange 
baskets are planned deliberately 
with the idea ef the warmer days 
and their demands on one’s en- 
ergy. 

Notice the grapefruit meringue 
pie served, at Thursday's dinner. 
This is an unusual adaptation of 
fruit and meringue pie which is 
always proper. Make precisely 
the same way as Jemon meringue 
using the grapefruit instead of the 
lemon, 

With the idea of stimulating the 
spring appetite savory dishes have 
been introduced to several break- 
fasts. Liver and bacon, Yarmouth 
bloaters, kidney omelets and broiled 
fresh tomatoes with bacon are all, 
it is true, high in food value for 
this type of breakfast. On the 
other hand, the fact that later 
meals in the day are, generally 
speaking, of a lighter character, 
makes this permissible from a 
standpoint both of expense and 
food value. 

Because of the high food value 
of most of the fruit dishes served 
throughout .the week, sherbet is 
offered at Friday’s dinner rather 
than ice cream. This is a good 
point for the housewife to remem- 
ber. When the meal has been un- 
usually hearty,serve a fruit sherbet. 
When lighter dishes have made up 
the other course, then a rich cream 
or mousse is more in order. 

The chief concession to the sea- 
son is strawberry shortcake served 
at Saturday night’ s dinner. 


COLOR IN FOODS 


Green and Yellow Vegetables Con- 
tain Important Vitamins. 

To state the answer simply, color, 
in some instances, does indicate a 
greater or less degree of value. 
There is danger in making this 
statement, however, in that it may 
be misunderstood. In the case of 
the brown and white eggs, this is 
just a notion and that is all. 

In the matter of vegetables, how- 
ever, it is quite different. Careful 
work in the food laboratory over a 
number of years leads us to the 
conclusion that green and yellow 
vegetables have more of the impor- 
tant vitamins than those that are 
white. For instance, the heart of 
a head of lettuce is considered the 
choicest part. We should remem- 


ber, however, that the green leaves |

contain more vitamins and this is 
true of beans and other vegetables, 

While on the subject of lettuce, 
I cannot let the opportunity go by 
for calling attention to the value 
of this food. As you know, it is not 
considered good form to eat the 
lettuce from one’s salad. If women 
will band together to change this 
foolish notion, they will be doing 
much for good health.
